ip ants. The facts, briefly stated, are about 
these: For tom e time p ast Hance has seen 
evidences that hi.s store was being entered by- 
robbers at night and he thought last night he 
would catch the p arties. 
So early in the 
evening 
he 
secreted 
him self 
in 
one of 
the 
inner 
rooms, 
after 
ordering 
the 
store dOors closed, with directions that Coy 
Sheets, one of the clerks, return, and enter 
through the Allen street door to ihe grocery 
dep artm ent, At about 9:15 o’clock the robber 
entered the rem ote p art of the ware room 
through a window and just at the same time 
Sheets entered as directed. Hance, going to 
Sheet,**, revealed the p lan for the cap ture of 
the intruder. Sheets was sent to tin; main 
room in the region of the cashier's offlce, and 
H ance followed the slow, careful and light 
footstep s of the robber, who was soon found 
at the money drawer, when Hance orderod 
him 
to 
come 
out. 
The 
robber 
an­ 
s w e r e d with curses and thre.-its to shoot, 
kill and m urder Hance and at the sam e time 
advancing toward him with his right hand e x ­ 
tended to a shooting p osition. Hance told 
him not to come nearer: that if he did he would 
sho,ot him. 
lie 
then attem p ted to break 
through the frontdoor on Second street, still 
in he most violent m anner cursing and th reat­ 
ening Hance, who fired on him a second time. 
At this time City Marshal Short came, when 
the door was op ened and the burglar was cap ­ 
tured. Ho had in the meantim e been identi­ 
fied as Jordon Cop en. A surgeon was called 
who declared Cop en’s wounds fatal, one being 
in the region of the heart. Jordon died about 
an hour and a half later. An inquest was held 
to-day and the above facts were develop ed 
by the testim ony. Cop en serv ed a term in 
the county jail in 1883 for robbing a store. It 
is said th at he had a com rade in crime, whose 
name he gave just before death. 


T w o B o y s in a liad Sern p e.

MAitSHFUiD, Mo.. Dec. 2.—The two brothers. 
Daniel and George Moore, arrested Monday 
for the m i.rder of George Ludwig Gum be 1, 
whose dead body was found lying by the 'F ris­ 
co railroad track near Nyangua, in this county, 
last Sunday, made a confession yesterday. 
They give their ages as 16 and 1 1 years, re­ 
sp ectively, and their exact residence as the 
Grand Op era block, Indianap olis, Ind. When 
they were first arrested by Sheriff Murp hy 
they claimed that their p arents lived at Sleep ­ 
er, 
a small p lace within seven miles of this 
city, but shortly afterwards they confessed 
that their residence was as above stated. 
They are nep hews of Mrs. Hedges, a lady who 
keep s a small store at Long Lane, a county 
p ostoffice sixteen miles west of Lebanon, and 
ran away from home in Indianap olis about 
six weeks ago. About ten days ago they left 
their aunt’s residence after stealing $12 and 
some jewelry, and went to Sp ringfield fo ra 
few days, and then started bade east with the 
young German whose body was found as 
stated. They at first strongly denied the kill­ 
ing or stealing from the aunt, but admitted 
that they were related to Mrs. Hedges, who

As they 
journeyed along the railroad track they were 
suddenly overcome by a sense of fear that 
Gumbel would kill them. So Dan drew a re­ 
volver and shot Gumbel in the back of the 
head and then searched him but found no.

women.

children, 
and live men 
and 
boys.

the band stole some horses from an Indian 
camp on the Gila, about twenty miles west, of 
San Carlos. On Nov. 25 they wounded a ranch­ 
man named Johnson near Black Bock, about 
fifteen miles southwest of Fort Thomas. Their 
trail leads in the direction of Aravip ia canyon, 
indicating an intention to go south by the old 
trail either through the Dragoons or the W het­ 
stones.

All troop s 
on the line have been notified, and it is hop ed 
the whole p arty will bo killed or cap tured.

G alv e s t o n , Dec. 2.—A sp ecial from Villa 
Garcia has the following details of the revolu­ 
tion in Nuev o Leon: The trouble seems to be 
that the p eop le there are dissatisfied with the 
state governm ent. The state officials deny 
this and charge the federal officials with se­ 
cretly fom enting insurrection for the p urp ose 
of creating antop p ortunity for federal interfer­ 
ence. which would lead to a p roclamation of 
m artial law and the ap p ointm ent of a military 
governor. It is believed that the p rime mover 
in the m anagem ent of p ublic affairs in the Re­ 
p ublic of Mexico is Romero Iiobio, secretary 
of state, and father-in-law President Diaz. 
He is regarded as the p ower behind the throne. 
Before the adjournm ent of the legislature two 
weeks ago the acting governor was author­ 
ized to call on the p resident for federal as­ 
sistance to p ut down the then anticip ated 
revolution. President Diaz p romised ail the 
federal aid necessary. On the strength of 
this p romise the state officials disbanded 
the state 
forces. 
No 
sooner 
was 
this 
done thanthe revolutionary chieftain caused 
up risings and declared 
op enly against the 
state governor. The acting governor imme­ 
diately demanded federal assistance. 
P resi­ 
dent Diaz issued orders notifying Governor 
Sep ulveda that General Reyis commander of 
the 
federal 
forces 
in Monterey, 
would 
sustain 
the 
state 
governm ent 
but 
General 
Reyis 
declined 
to 
furnish 
troop s. 
The 
gov ernor, then 
abandoned 
M orterey.and took up his headquarters twenty 
miles south. 
Revolutionists, led by Manuel 
Rodriquez, reached the vicinity of Villageria 
Sunday afternoon. Governor Zep ulvedo, fear­ 
ing cap ture escap ed, and crossed over into 
Coahuilas. 
The revolutionists attacked the 
governor’s sm all forces, who lost two killed 
and five wounded: while the revolutionists, 
who were successful lost five killed and ten 
wounded. 
The state is now without a gov­ 
ernor. Further fighting is exp ected at any 
hour. The inactivity of General Reyes leads 
to the common belief that the Federal govern­ 
m ent will immediately p roclaim martial law 
in Nevada.

The water 
was shallow and the crew, with the excep tion 
of Ashton and Jackson, reached tho bar,from 
which they were taken by rescuing p arties 
and all p ossible was done for the injured. The 
rem ains of Ashton were removed to his home. 
The Iron City was built here eleven years ago, 
was 135 feet: long and twenty-five feet wide. 
Her original cost was about $10,000.

R em ark ab le E xp e r ie n c e s on th e P lain s —S aw 
H o race G reely. 
St. Louis Rep ublican. 
“ There is the most noted man among us,” j 
said a prominent member of the TItah dele­ 
gation, drawing a reporter’s attention to a 
small, full faced man with a pair of square ; 
shoulders and a form as straight as an arrow, j 
“ That is Billy Fisher, of Oxford, and he has i 
seen some tight places, where hair raising 
was as common as bees in a bottle.” 
Being introduced to Mr. Fisher, the repor­ 
ter asked him for a little information about 
himself. 
“ Billy” showed his modesty by making an 
excuse to get away but the reporter held on, j 
and finally Hr. Fisher said: 
“ In 1 8 54 I left Kansas City whacking 
bulls across the plains. 
Not long after 1 
reached Salt Lake City and engaged as mail 
agent between Salt Lake and California. The j 
mail in those days left twice a month from 
each end of the line. 
Later I ran from Ruby j 
Valley to Reese riv er, a distance of I 8 5 miles. I 
The mail was wrapped on a pack mule’s back, 
and you can guess that we didn’t make rail- j 
road time. 
I had not been running the mules j 
v ery long when Miller, Russell &■ Co., got the : 
stage contract, and the pack mule system was j 
abolished. 
Then I kept a station at Grav ely 
ford on Humboldt riv er, where a white man’s j 
face was not seen once in a month. 
We used 
to cook our meat on a pang-going-go-pang- 
goo-runy-kotob-enim-me-me-me-me." 
“ A what? ” 
Billy smiled as he explained to his hearer 
that he meant a stov e, and had merely used 
the Indian name for it. 
“ My Indian title was Tosowich, which, 
when interpreted means White Knife, giv en 
to me on account of a v ery fine iv ory handled 
knife which I cirried in those days. 
There I 
met the famous chief Paraguinump, the fel­ 
low who, with his band of Piute warriors, 
massacred General Ormsbv and a company of 
United States, soldiers in the year 18 57 . 
After the pack mule was abandoned we had 
the stage line, which ran tri-weekly. 
People 
thought that no quicker means would ev er be 
accomplished than the stage line. 
Horace 
Greeley passed ov er the line about that time, 
and I remember cooking his meat on the

“ Old Horace was lov ed v ery dearly by west­ 
ern people, and when he reached Piacerv ille, 
Col., the people tore his coat off him and 
and ripped it into shreds, keeping them as 
souv enirs. 
Mr. Greely was accompanied by 
Ben. Holladay, the greatest stage man the 
west has ev er known. 
A few years later the 
stage coach was neglected as a mail carrier, 
estab- 


The old actor was enticed into a sequestered 
nook, where there was a round table and a 
waiter, and where ho lit a cigar. Then he 
talked about modern acting and theatrical 
m anagem ent as comp ared with the acting in 
the days when every theater had a stock com­ 
p any, and finally begun to tell of the famous 
actors he had p layed with. He said: 
“Sp eaking about Forrest, there was a fin­ 
ished actor for von. He was a man who could 
reveal all tho hidden significance of a situa­ 
tion by a look or a gesture. He had the p ow­ 
er to make even those who p layed with him 
forget that he was only an actor. But for the 
footlights 1 should have believed that 1 was 
taking p art in areal tragedy, sometimes, when 
I was acting with him.

“I’ll never forget." he resumed, “one night at 
the Walnut Street theatre when Forrest p layed 
“Hamlet” and I p layed the gravedigger. It was 
the op ening night, and everything was all 
ready at the afternoon rehearsal excep ting the 
skull and bones. Letinger, our p rop erty man. 
couldn’t find them, though he ransacked the 
theater all over. He asked Forrest what he 
would do. 
“ ‘Do!’ thundered Forrest. ‘By— -------------, 
find them or get others.’ 
“Poor Letinger understood that something 
must be done before evening. After another 
fruitless search he hurried over to Jefferson 
University Medical college, and up into the 
dissecting room. .Jim, the janitor, wa 
a 
»t of refuse flesh into the steam ing p ot 
" ‘Jim .’ said Letinger, ‘have you got a skull 
around here?’ 
“ ‘Skull? Oh. yes, I’ve got one up th ereo n 
the shelf, but it’s a little green yet.’ 
“ ‘Well, give it to me. It's for Forrest.’ 
“So the skull and bones were wrap p ed in a 
blanket and Letinger went back tothe theater 
and dump ed them into the grave. It was by 
that time 7 o’clock. Letinger had lost his sup ­ 
p er. 1 don’t think he felt like, eating much, any 
way. He left the theater saying he was si» -k 
and w ouldn’t be there that night. 
“It was lucky he wasn’t there. 1 didn’t know 
anything about it, yon see, when I got into the 
grave and began p icking. Right beside me 
sat Forrest, acting the greatest Hamlet the 
American stage ever saw. and beyond the 
footlights 
was the 
largest 
audience ever 
p acked into the theater. When the time came 
I p icked up the skull. Hum! Why, the meat 
was st ill hanging to the jaws in some p laces, 
and there were a few straggling hairs stick­ 
ing to the crown. 1 thought I should h a v e 
to get down in the grave to hide my face as 1 
said: 
“ ‘This same skull, sir, was Yorick’s skull, 
the king's jesler. 
‘This?’ said Forrest, as he took it. 
“ ‘E’en that,’ I said rather faint ly.” 
“Did Forrest turn up his nose?” 
“Not a bit. Not a muscle betrayed his feel­ 
ings. I exp ected him to say ‘p oor Yoriek.'uud 
then sw ear like a troop er. I think I never 
heard words better on the stage than when he 
went on: 
“Let me see. ‘Alas, p oor Yorick! I knew 
him. Horatio: a fellow of infinite jest, of most 
excellent f an c y . 
He hath borne me on his

The p rohi­ 
bition leaders boast that they have the bal­ 
ance of p ower in Kansas and say they will 
give the state to the Democrats if they can't 
control it themselves.

A n In stitu tio n th at is E v id e n tly A llie d W ith 
th e I>oetor. 
D etroit Free PresB- 
“ How many prescriptions for sore throats 
do you suppose I’v e written intholask week?” 
asked a Detroit doctor yesterday. 
“ Oh, perhaps a dozen. ” 
“ Xearly thirty, sir. 
And what do you 
think the cause in ev ery case was?” 
“ Change of weather, of course.” 
“ Change of nothing! 
There were two 
cases where the patients slept with open win­ 
dows and got cold, but in all the rest the ail­ 
ment could be traced directly to the barber. ” 
“ What did the barber do? ” 
“ Cut their hair. 
I tell you the av erage bar­ 
ber is a more dangerous foe to humanity than 
cholera and small-pox. 
While they can be 
guarded against or stamped out, he liv es on, 
year after year. ” 
“ Is it dangerous to get the hair cut?” 
“ Outside of the three summer months it is. 
Take a raw day like this and forty-nine out of 
ev ery fifty men who get into a barber’s chair 
to hav e their hair ev en trimmed will hav e a 
cold or sore throat before to-morrow night. I 
would rather take a walk for two hours with­ 
out my ov ercoat than to hav e two ounces of 
hair snipped off my head. 
“ But if people want their hair cut how is 
the barber to blame?” 
“ He is all to blame. 
Xo one should hav e 
his hair cut more than twice a year—May and 
September—and it should be done only on a 
warm day. 
Hav e your hair cut to-day, and 
go to a barber shop three days hence, and the 
barber will observ e: 
“ ‘Hav e v our hair cut?’ 
“ ‘Xo.’ 
“ ‘But you'd better; getting pretty long, 
sir.’ 
“ ‘Who, I had it cut only a few days ago.’ 
“ ‘Yes, sir, but he made a botch job of it. 
Wants to be trimmed v ery bad.’ 
“ Take it in the case of young men and boys,” 
continued the doctor. 
“ A word from the 
barber is sufficient to make them submit to a 
hair cut or shampoo. 
Those who didn’t hear 
from the hair cutting may certainly expect to 
from the shampoo. 
You walk out of the shop 
into the cold air, and within twenty-four hours 
you can look for neuralgia, toothache, earache, 
or sore throat. 
“ Would you adv ise a law on the subject? ” 
“ We couldn’t make a law to cov er the case. 
What I’d adv ise is for the people to inv esti­ 
gate the matter and exercise judgment and 
common sense. 
It is just as bad to rob your 
head as your feet. 
You wouldn’t dare take 
your socks off on a day like this, and yet the 
barbers of Detroit will cut the hair from 50 0 
men and boys. 
The risk is ev en greater than 
in pulling off an undershirt. 
Peoplo should 
understand this. 
I hav e seen a dozen cases 
of pneumonia brought on by hair cutting on 
a cold day. 
It is responsible for much of the 
asthma, and perhaps for some of the con­ 
sumption. ” 
“ How about shav ing, doctor?” 
“ It is a dangerous habit. 
You can trace 
nearly ev ery case of toothache and facial neu­ 
ralgia in a man to the habit of shav ing. 
If 
all men protected their 
throats by chin 
whiskers, and the nerv es of the face by a lib­ 
eral growth, you wouldn’t hear of half the 
present ailments. 
When I was a boy I nev er 
heard of a case of neuralgia in the facial 
nerv es. 
In these days it is as common as 
cases of the ague. 
Men used to wear beards. 
The fashion of to-day is meant to encourage 
ailments. 
Shav ing opens the pores of the 
face and inv ites neuralgia to step in and 
twitch the nerv es.”

“ All but one thing.

It appears from a report just furnished to 
the Academy of Science by M. Girard, the 
chief of the Paris municipal laboratory, that 
the production of genuine brandy had almost 
ceased in France. 
During the decade 1 8 10- 
1 8 50, the quantity of alcohol annually dis­ 
tilled in the country av eraged some twenty- 
fiv e million gallons, sev en-eighths of which 
was obtained from wine. In 18 8 3, though 
the quantity of spirits manufactured had 
more than doubled, not quite a half million 
gallons were the distilled juice of the grape. 
Most of the alcohol now produced is made 
from grain: but a certain proportion of it is 
obtained from the distillation of cider aud 
perry; and ev en beet root, molasses and pota­ 
toes are made to furnish a spirit, though of a 
v ery inferior kind. 
M. Girard says that the 
grain spirit would be fairly wholesome if it 
were sufficiently rectified; but this is, it ap­ 
pears, nev er the case. 
As for the other forms 
of alcohol enumerated, they are one and all 
charged with poisonous elements of the most 
deadly character—acids, ethers, and essential 
oils—and M. Girard attributes the increase of 
insanity in certain of the departments mainly 
to the-growing consumption of these v ile sub­

The Times evidently thinks 
that Mi. COERIGAN should have everything 
his owr way, and on just su;*h terms as ho is 
willing to “concede,” and is impatient because 
its views are not accepted by the people with­ 
out discussion or objection. 
The Times says Mr. Cokmgax 
’s ordinance 
“should stand or fall on its own merits.” 
That is exactly what the “objectors” de­ 
mand. 
They 
do 
not 
insist, 
as 
they 
might 
very 
justly, 
that Mr. C-okrigax 
is entitled to neither con­ 
sideration nor comfort from this city because 
of his disregard hitherto of his agreements 
and contracts with the city .but will consent th-it 
he be treated just as any other citizen would 
be under like circumstances. There are four 
cable road propositions before the council, 
two of which Mr. Cobbtgax 
is interested in 
and two in which he has no interest. Those 
who are opposing the passage of Mr. 
Corrj - 
"“V ns ordinance, to a man, so far as we have 
ever heard, simply demand that franchises for 
these four cable roads shall each be included 
in a separate ordinance and that the condi­ 
tions and reservation - contained in any one 
of the ordinances shall be incorporated into 
all. No privilege or right which is conceded 
to the Fifteenth street or Grand avenue lines 
do they wish to deprive Mr. Co RBI GAN of and 
neither do they want anything demanded 
or exacted from Mr. Cop .rigax either in his 
Fifth or Twelfth street ordinances, but what 
should be demanded of the Fifteenth and 
Grand tveniie companies. 
Mr. Corrigan 
is asking much more than 
the oth r companies are. 
He wants the city 
to give him a bonus in the shape of exten­ 
sions of his horse car lines simply that h* 
may mortgage them. 
He does not ask these 
extensions on the petition of property own­ 
ers. bu in defiance of their protest and oppo­ 
sition. 
He demands that grades shall not be 
changed on any of the streets on which his 
cable road*; are to be operated. 
He demands 
that West Twelfth street be either surren­ 
dered to him or that if the city desires to use 
any portion of his proposed viaduct it can do 
bo provided it will pay two-thirds of the cost 
of its construction and give him the exclusive 
right 
of way over the center and most 
valuable 
portion 
of 
it. 
He asks 
that 
the Bluff street wagon bridge over the rail­ 
road tracks be given him for his cable road, 
the effect of which would be to drive from it all 
wagon t ravel. He asks all these things and much 
more, because he ‘‘concedes'’ to the public 
cable roads on two streets where he is now 
running mule cars, which would not be toler­ 
ated in any other city in the country of ten 
thousand inhabitants. 
No, there is no disposition on the part of 
any citizen of Kansas City to treat Mr. 
Cor ­ 
rigan unfairly. But there is a disposition to 
give him no more than is or would be given 
any other citizen under like circumstances. 
The four ordinances should be drawn by the 
city counsellor and should be as nearly as pos­ 
sible alike in all respects.
